rolls who thus far have failed to the 
return their annual income 
tionnaire to YA. 

Totally and permanently non- 
sv •vice-connected disabled vet¬ 
erans and wartime veterans’ wi¬ 
dows who meet income limitations 
are eligible for pensions. 

The law requires these benefi¬ 
ciaries to report their income 
each year in order that the VA 
can determine the amount of pen¬ 
sion. which is related directly to 
income, to which they are en¬ 
titled.

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OLD-FASHIONED? 

An interesting little pamphlet, issued by one of the country's 
larger life insurance companies*, tells the story of the flag of the 
•United States. In describing the birth of the Stars and Stripes, it 
quotes George Washington: “We take ,th e star from Heaven, the 
red from our Mother Country, separating it by white stripes, thus 
showing that we have separated from her, and the white stripes 
shall go down to posterity representing liberty.” 

According to the pamphlet, nearly a year passed after the 
signing of the Declaration of Independence before anything was 
done relative to the establishment of a national flag. But on June 
1*4, 1777, the American Congress adapted the following resolution: 
“Resolved, That the flag of the thirteen United States 'be thirteen 
stripes, alternate red and white; that the union be thirteen stars, 
white in a blue field, representing a new constellation.” There is a 
story that the American flag was first flown on July 4, 1777, when 
it was hoisted by Captain John Paul Jones over the war vessel 
■Ranger. In the years since then, the original thirteen stars have 
been added to many times as new states joined the Union. 

In commenting on this growth, the pamphlet says, “Now it 
waves majestically over forty-eight States, extending across the 
continent; and flies over islands of the Atlantic and Pacific, and other 
outlying possessions. More than one hundred and thirty million 
people owe it allegiance, a vast assemblage composed of nearly 
every race in the world, but all united by one bond of loyalty and 
devotion to the Flag which symbolizes Liberty/’ 

Yes, the figures are a little out of date! The pamphlet was 
written more than forty years ago. In these days of strife and 
defamation of the flag, it is a wonder that we do not see the story 
of the American flag in print more often—or is it too old-fashioned?'
